CBS Fires 4 Over Guard Report 


N E w YO R K I CBS issued a damning indepen- 
dent review Monday of mistakes related to 
last fall’s “60 Minutes Wednesday” report on 
President Bush’s National Guard service and 
fired three news executives and a producer for 
their “myopic zeal” in rushing it on the air. 

The review said CBS compounded the 
damage with a circle -the -wagons mental- 
ity once the report came under fire. The 
independent investigators added, however, 
that they found no evidence of a political 
bias against Bush. 

CBS News President Andrew Heyward 


and Dan Rather, who announced in 
November he was stepping down as the 
anchor of “CBS Evening News,” escaped 
without any disciplinary action. But Rather, 
who narrated the Sept. 8 story and subse- 
quent follow-ups, was criticized by CBS chief 
executive Leslie Moonves for “errors of cre- 
dulity and over- enthusiasm.”

Trial begins for ‘ringleader’ 
at notorious Abu Ghraib 

FORT HOOD, TEX AS I The alleged ringleader 
of the Abu Ghraib prison scandal went on 
trial Monday with witnesses telling a mili- 
tary court they watched him punch an Iraqi 
inmate in the face and saw him laugh while 
forcing prisoners to pose naked. 

Spc. Charles Graner Jr. is the first soldier 
accused in the scandal to go on trial. His case 
tests an argument put forth by defense attor- 
neys that the soldiers were ordered to soften 
up detainees for interrogators and had no 
choice but to obey. 

A military guard tes- 
tified Monday that he 
saw Graner punch an 
Iraqi detainee in the face 
a moment after a notori- 
ous photo was taken at 
Abu Ghraib prison. 

Spc. Matthew Wisdom, 
the first witness in Graner’s prisoner abuse 
court-martial, described a prominent photo 
from Abu Ghraib that showed the muscular 
Graner holding a prisoner as if he were about 
to strike him in the face. Widsom said Graner 
cocked his arm while the picture was taken, 
and then he punched the prisoner. 

Defense lawyer Guy Womack said Graner 
and his comrades were rewarded for their 
actions. “The more aggressive they became, 
the more information they got and the more 
praise they got,” he said. 

Graner, a 36-year-old ex-prison guard from 
Uniontown, Pa., is charged with conspiracy to 
maltreat Iraqi detainees, assault, dereliction 
of duty and committing indecent acts. If con- 
victed on all counts, he faces up to 17 34 years

Storms Hammer California 


Mudslide in coastal town brings death toll to 10 


LOS ANGELES I A huge mudslide 
furiously crashed down on homes 
in a coastal hamlet as a deadly 
Pacific storm hammered Southern 
California for a fourth straight day, 
boosting rainfall totals to astonish- 
ing levels. 

At least one person died and sev- 
eral were injured in the mudslide 
that pummeled a four-block area 
of homes in tiny La Conchita, dam- 
aging 15 to 20 homes, said Ventura 
County Fire Department spokes- 
man Tom Kruschke. That brought 
the death toll in California from the 
storms to 10. 


The hillside cascaded down like 
a brown river as authorities were 
evacuating about 200 residents 
from the area. Trees and vegeta- 
tion were carried away, leaving huge 
gashes of raw earth on the bluff. 

Search and rescue teams were 
dispatched to look for anyone who 
may have been buried. 

The death toll from the storms 
also includes a 2 -year- old girl who 
slipped from her mother’s grasp as 
rescuers tried to hoist them from a 
car submerged on a road outside Los 
Angeles. Avalanches killed two peo- 
ple in Utah and one in Nevada. 


From the start of the latest 
wave of violent weather on Friday 
through midday Monday, several 
mountainous areas in Southern 
California had recorded more 
than 20 inches of rain. 

The average amount of winter 
rainfall in downtown Los Angeles 
is 15 inches, but about 21 inches 
had fallen as of Monday, includ- 
ing a Jan. 9 record of 2.6 inches, 
said National Weather Service 
meteorologist Bruce Rockwell.

Scientific panel 
concludes higher 
perchlorate levels OK 

WAS H I N GTO N I A panel of scientists 
concluded Monday that perchlorate, 
a toxic chemical used in rocket fuel, 
is safe for consumption at levels 20 
times greater than the standard 
being weighed by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

In a report expected to influ- 
ence a final EPA regulation on the 
chemical, the National Academy of 
Sciences supported a level of con- 
tamination closer to that favored 
by the Pentagon, and not the more 
stringent rules sought by environ- 
mentalists and some Democrats. 

The study comes after years of 
disagreement over how dangerous 
it is for people to consume water 
tainted with perchlorate, a perva- 
sive leftover of Cold War defense 
manufacturing that has been found 
in drinking water in 35 states. 

The EPA currently has no final 
standard for perchlorate in drink- 
ing water. The chemical can inhibit 
thyroid function and is considered 
dangerous to children, (a p)

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
steered clear of a dispute over gay 
adoptions on Monday, energizing 
conservatives who want other states 
to copy Florida’s one-of-a-kind ban 
on gays adopting children. 

In refusing to review the law, jus- 
tices averted a second showdown 
over gay rights in two years. The 
court barred states in 2003 from 
criminalizing gay sex. 

Conservative groups, whose 
recent focus has been on block- 
ing gay marriages, cheered the 
decision. 

It “sends a huge message that the 
court is not going to be open to a 
broad-based homosexual agenda,” 
said Mathew Staver, president of 
the Liberty Counsel in Orlando, Fla. 
Other states, he said, should start 
considering similar laws. 

But opponents of the law said 
they were ready to combat efforts 


to duplicate it — and encourage 
Florida to repeal the ban. 

“Whether kids should have two 
moms or two dads, it’s always been 
a fake argument. What all the pro- 
fessional organizations say is sexual 
orientation has nothing to do with 
whether someone is a good or bad 
parent,” said Matthew Coles, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
attorney for four gay men who chal- 
lenged the law.

BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA I Indonesia’s 
military asked aid groups in tsuna- 
mi-stricken areas Monday to draw 
up a list of international relief work- 
ers — and to report on their move- 
ments — as fears arose for the safety 
of foreigners helping survivors. 

The request underlined the 
unease with which Indonesia has 
faced the biggest aid operation in 
history. Indonesian authorities have 
long been wary of foreigners’ pres- 
ence in the tsunami- stricken Aceh 
province, where separatists have 
been fighting government troops 
for more than 20 years. Foreigners 
were banned from the province until 
the tsunami hit on Dec. 26. 

Joel Boutroue, head of the 
U.N. relief effort in Aceh, said he 
did not believe Indonesia was try- 
ing to impede aid efforts with its 
request for information. 

“It’s normal they want to know 
where people are,” he said, (ap)

Schools were crowded in Indo- 
nesia’s hard-hit Aceh province, 
where officials said Monday that 420 
schools were destroyed and 1,000 
teachers killed. The area on Sumatra 
island was closest to the quake that 
triggered the huge waves. 

U.N. officials estimated up to 
half of the 104,000 dead on Sumatra 


were children, and large aftershocks 
Monday from the Dec. 26 quake 
aggravated survivors’ fears, under- 
mining government efforts to bring 
back some sense of normalcy, espe- 
cially for youngsters. Many parents 
kept their children home. 

“It’s a brave gesture to set the 
mark out there by opening the 
schools,” said Gordon Weiss, a 
UNICEF spokesman. “It’s symbol- 
ic for the people.” edward Harris (ap)

Powerful bomb kills 2 
U.S. troops; top police 
official assassinated 

BAGHDAD I A roadside bomb 
destroyed a second heavily armored 
Bradley Fighting Vehicle in less 
than a week Monday, killing two 
U.S. soldiers, wounding four oth- 
ers and indicating that insurgents 
have increased the power of the 
explosives they are using against 
American troops. 

The blast came hours after gun- 
men in a passing car assassinated 
Baghdad’s deputy police chief and 
his son while they drove to work, 
part of a campaign to target Iraq’s 
security forces. A1 Qaeda in Iraq, 
the group led by Jordanian terror- 
ist Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, claimed 
responsibility. 

American officials have cau- 
tioned that insurgents will esca- 
late attacks in a bid to scuttle Jan. 
30 elections. After a roadside bomb 
struck a Bradley on Thursday and 
killed seven soldiers, the Defense 
Department warned that militants 
were increasing the size and power 
of their bombs. 

The attack Monday on a Bradley 
in southwest Baghdad followed the 
same pattern. 

“It’s fair to say that they are 


afraid of the elections, they are 
afraid of what the outcome will 
be and they want to do everything 
they can to derail that process,” U.S. 
military spokesman Lt. Col. James 
Hutton said. 

In a suggestion that the insur- 
gents were looking for new ways to 
intimidate voters, a militant group 
posted threats in at least two towns 
warning it would deploy “highly 
trained” snipers to target voters 
around Iraq during the elections.

KIEV, UKRAINE I President Leonid 
Kuchma on Monday ordered the 
foreign and defense ministries to 
develop a plan for withdrawing 
Ukraine’s troops from Iraq within 
six months, a day after eight of its 
soldiers were killed in an explosion 
at an ammunitions dump. 

Ukraine, whose 1,650 troops 
are the fourth-largest contingent 
in the U.S.-led coalition, previously 
expressed intentions to withdraw 
this year, but the order apparently 
speeds up the timetable. 

Sunday’s fatal blast was reported 
as an accident, but acting land forc- 
es commander Lt.-Gen. Volodymyr 


Mozharovsky said Monday that 
investigators were looking into the 
possibility that it was an attack. 

“The situation in Iraq has deteri- 
orated, and as a consequence we lost 
our men,” acting Defense Minister 
Oleksandr Kuzmuk was quoted as 
saying by the Interfax news agency 
after meeting with Kuchma, adding 
that the withdrawal could begin as 
early as March. 

Although Kuchma is expected 
to leave office within days and be 
replaced by Viktor Yushchenko, the 
change of leadership is unlikely to 
affect the Iraq policy. Yushchenko

Dear Jennifer: 

When you drop below half time in school, your 
six-month grace period automatically begins. 
The grace period is intended for recent 
graduates to become established before the 
first payment on their federal loans is due. 

If you return to school on at least a half time 
basis before the grace period ends, you will not 
be responsible for payments on your loans, and 
you will have that entire six-month grace period 
available to you when you leave or graduate. 
Remember, if you are out of school for six 
months or more, you will not get another six- 
month grace period when you re-enroll and 
graduate. 

If you do not return to school within that six 
months then yes, you will be due for payments 
at least until you do go back to school. If you 
find yourself in that situation and are unable to 
make your payments, talk to your loan holder 
about lower payment options. There are also 
deferments that you may qualify for that would 
postpone your payments altogether.

Short Leave from School 
Dear Betsy: 


I am taking this semester off from school but 
have not yet graduated. Is it true my student 
loans won’t come due until I do graduate? If 
not, is there anything I can do to postpone 
them? 

Jennifer G., Washington, DC 


I feel trapped and desperately need your help. I 
have student loans that are in default. Last year 
I called and was told that I couldn’t file for 
financial aid until this debt was paid. Having 
been laid off from my job, I agreed to make tiny 
payments out of my unemployment 
compensation, and they kept my tax return 
check. Right now I have less than $1 ,000.00 
left to pay; however I am still unemployed, 
receiving AFDC, and a single parent. I’ve been 
unable to make payments in months. Is there 
anyway I could file for financial aid without 


paying money back now? Getting an education 
is very important to my life and acquiring 
employment. I am tired of having doors shut in 
my face. 

Michelle, Washington, DC 
Dear Michelle: 

I’m sorry to hear about your situation. You can 
become eligible again for financial aid without 
paying the entire balance off - but you will have 
to pay something. If you make six 
consecutive, voluntary, exactly on 
time, monthly payments in an amount agreed 
to by your guaranty agency, you would again 
become eligible for further financial aid. They 
usually ask for at least $50 per month, but if 
that’s too much, you may be able to file for 
hardship to have the amount lowered. Once 
you become eligible for aid again - and this is 
important - you MUST continue to make those 
payments on time or you will lose it 
again. After either nine or twelve months, the 
loans will be “rehabilitated” and out of 
default. Once that happens you can put them 
on hold while you’re in school if you need to. 

To get started, tell your loan holder you want to 
enroll in rehabilitation and start discussing 
monthly payment amounts. They’ll let you 
know what documentation, if any, you’ll need to 
send them to verify your financial situation to 
lower the amounts. They’ll likely also send 
you some paperwork to sign agreeing to the 
terms of the rehabilitation. Make sure to tell 
them you’ll need the eligibility letter for financial 
aid after you’ve made the sixth payment. An 
added benefit to the rehabilitation is that the 
guaranty agency removes the default line from 
your credit report!!

Gay Unions Top

VATICAN CITY | Pope John Paul II 
put lobbying against gay marriage 
at the top of the Vatican’s agenda 
for 2005 and also urged politicians 
in prosperous nations Monday to 
do more for the millions of hungry 
people around the globe. 

In a speech to the diplomats 
accredited to the Vatican, the ail- 
ing, 84 -year-old pontiff laid out the 
Roman Catholic Church’s priorities 
for the new year, making clear he 
intended to use his energies to 
tackle what he called “challenges 
of life” issues — abortion, cloning.

and embryonic stem cell use. 

In an obvious reference to laws 
permitting marriage between homo- 
sexuals or equating the social rights 
of unwed couples to married ones, 
John Paul said that in some coun- 
tries, the family’s “natural struc- 
ture” has been challenged. Families

ed on marriage,” he said. 

John Paul also reasserted the 
church’s opposition to abortion, 
assisted procreation and scientific 
research on human embryonic stem 
cells. He urged a “vast moral mobi- 
lization of public opinion” and said 
political leaders should also take up

Malpractice Bill Vetoed

Victims describe knife 
attack on Sunday at 
Va. retirement home 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I The retirement 
home worker charged with slash- 
ing at least six people with a knife 
was ordered held without bond 
Monday. 

Mustafa Mohamed, 30, of 
Alexandria, appeared by closed- 
circuit television from jail, where 
he has been since Sunday’s rampage 
at the Goodwin House. 

Mohamed was charged with 


two counts of malicious wound- 
ing, but Commonwealth Attorney 
S. Randolph Sengel said more 
charges are possible when the 
case goes to a grand jury. 

A preliminary hearing is set 
for Feb. 14. 

Three female residents — two 
age 94 and a 92-year-old — had 
to be hospitalized, along with a 
40 -year-old female employee and 
a 62 -year- old male visitor. An 88- 
year-old female resident refused 
medical treatment. 

Two of the victims — their 
wounds visible across their faces 


— discussed their ordeal Monday. 
Jeanne Hobbs, the employee, said 
Mohamed first tried to stab her. 

“Then he just started slicing 
wherever he could,” Hobbs told 
WJLA-TV. “I thought. Is this my 
time? Is this the end?”’ 

John Springer, who was visiting 
his mother, said he heard scream- 
ing and went to investigate. 

“There was this man on top of a 
woman who was laying down. And 
he was cutting her with a knife. 
And I said, ‘Stop!’ And he didn’t,” 
Springer said. “And then he started 
slashing me.” (ap)

Fraud Charges for 
Former AOL Execs 


Part of ongoing probe 
into illegal accounting 
practices at company 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | Two former 
executives at America Online were 
among six people charged Monday 
with stock fraud and other offenses 
as part of the federal government’s 
ongoing investigation into illegal 
accounting practices at AOL. 

The other four individuals 
charged were executives at a defunct 
Las Vegas-based software firm called 
PurchasePro. Prosecutors say the two 
companies entered into secret deals 
to help PurchasePro inflate its rev- 
enues in early 2001. 

The indictment charges Kent 


Wakeford, 36, former executive 
director at AOL’s business affairs 
unit, and John Tuli, 37, a former 
vice president in AOL’s NetBusiness 
unit, with securities fraud, making 
false statements to auditors and 
wire fraud. 

U.S. Attorney Paul McNulty said 
Monday that the indictment “lays 
out a story of deception and fraud” 
that included secret contracts, 
forged contracts and “revenue 
swaps” that allowed PurchasePro 
to post illusory revenue figures. 

AOL benefited from the deals 
because it received options to buy 
PurchasePro stock and therefore had

New video games 
don’t just give your 
thumbs a workout 

FITNESS I Electronics companies 
cater to couch potatoes by pitch- 
ing television sets, video games and 
even remote controls that can order 
pizza. But some entrepreneurs hope 
their gizmos make you sweat. 

They insist “exergaming” or 
“exertainment” — the marriage 
of exercise and video gaming — is 
becoming a hot niche, and it could 
help reduce the obesity epidemic. 

The International Consumer 
Electronics Show in Las Vegas, 
Nev., which ended Sunday, spon- 
sored its first-ever fitness-themed 
“Cardio PlayZone” section. 

One contraption — “Kilowatt 
SPORT” from Powergrid Fitness 
Inc. — looked like a cross-country 
ski machine hooked up to a TV. 

Moving the hand controls while 
standing up straight on the $800 
machine requires extensive flexing 
of the muscles in the arms, back, 
abdominal area and thighs. 

Some exertainment executives 
say their gizmos can help trim the 
nation’s expanding waistline. “The 
whole idea is to get physical, not 
get lazy,” said Shawn Clement of 
Electric- Spin Corp., the maker of 
the $249 “Golf LaunchPad.” 

Medical experts are skeptical. 
They applaud manufacturers for 
getting people off the couch, but 
caution against relying on technol- 
ogy to slim out-of-shape Americans.

M E D I C I N E I Those who dread needles 
maybe able to apply their medicine 
on their skin, researchers said. 

Two University of Toronto chem- 
ists, Dr. Geoffrey Ozin and Dr. Kai 
Landskron, announced recently 
they created a material that stores 
drugs, and, when spread on the skin 
as a film, dissipates the drugs into 


the bloodstream. 

The material delivers drugs to a 
person over a long period of time in 
amounts much smaller than patches 
currently deliver, scientists said. 

This may solve a dilemma for 
medical professionals and offer 
relief for diabetes patients. 

“When you inject the drug. 


you often inject initially too high 
a concentration to ensure it stays 
in the system, which can be toxic,” 
Landskron said. “And if you inject 
too little into a person, it’s not 
effective.” 

The material, called PMD, would 
maintain proper levels of medicine 
in the body. 

For people who suffer from con- 
ditions that require frequent injec- 
tions, such as diabetics, the discov- 
ery brings hope for an alternative

Days after big loss to 
UNC, Maryland turns 
focus to Wake Forest 

COLLEGE HOOPS I There’s no 
time for Maryland to sulk about 
Saturday’s humbling loss at North 
Carolina, which might be the only 
positive about a daunting sched- 
ule that brings the Terrapins back 
to Tobacco Road for an Atlantic 
Coast Conference game against 
No. 4 Wake Forest. 

Maryland’s 109-75 defeat in 
Chapel Hill dropped them out of 
the Top 25 for the first time this 
season. Coach Gary Williams can 
only hope his team can turn things 
around Tuesday night against the 
Demon Deacons (13-1, 2-0), who 
are coming off a 103-68 rout of 
Clemson. 

“If you put too much emphasis 
on any win or any loss, that’s where 


you get into trouble,” Williams said 
Monday. “You have to prepare for 
the next game. Wake Forest is a 
great basketball team, very similar 
to North Carolina. Having played 
Carolina, it’s not like we’ll be sur- 


prised by Wake’s ability.” 

The Terrapins didn’t intend to 
get into a fast-paced shootout with 
the Tar Heels, but that’s what hap- 
pened. The results were not pretty: 
Maryland trailed by 13 at halftime. 


then yielded a whopping 62 points 
in the second half en route to its 
most lopsided loss since the final 
game of the 1999-2000 season. 

‘We went in there against Carolina 
hopefully to play with patience. I put 
some things on the board before every 
game, and patience is one of them,” 
Williams said. “I must have spelled 
it wrong.” 

Williams made his players watch 
a tape of the entire game Sunday, 
then turned his attention toward 
Wake Forest. Playing two top -five 
teams in a four- day span isn’t easy, 
but at least the Terps won’t have long 
to think about Saturday’s debacle. 

“I always liked that part about 
basketball. It’s hard when you have 
a great win to play this quick, but it’s 
probably better to play right away 
after a loss like this,” Williams said. 
“To lose one like that, you want to 
get away from that as quickly as 
possible.”

Second Time Around 


The Rev. Al Green 
falls back in love with 
love and scores a hit 

LEGENDS I It doesn’t take much to 
get Al Green — the Rev. Al Green, 
that is — up on his pulpit. Especially 
when the subject is love. 

The acclaimed soul singer 
has seen love, experienced it and 
sung about it from many perspec- 
tives: as an R&B sex symbol in the 
1970s, as a reborn gospel singer and 
preacher in the ’80s and ’90s, and 
lately as a man who has struck a 
balance between the secular and 
the spiritual. 

Green decided to reunite with 
his longtime songwriting partner 
and producer Willie Mitchell — 
with whom he created some of the 
most enticing, sensual soul records 
ever in “Let’s Stay Together,” “Tired 
of Being Alone” and “You Ought to 
Be With Me.” 

Although for many years he 
rejected secular music as part of 
the hedonistic past that led him to 
devote himself to his church after a 
remarkable string of pop and R&B 
hits in the ’70s, he has tempered 
that view in a way that allows him 
to explore themes of love. 

“I’ve been a minister and preach- 


er for 28 years, so it’s not that I don’t 
know how to be faithful to my call- 
ing,” he said. “But I understand that 
people got to love life and love also, 
therefore it’s all right to live, and 
it’s all right to love, if you’re doing 
it with the right intention.” 

“Every day can’t be Sunday,” he 
added with a chuckle. 

“I Can’t Stop,” Green and 
Mitchell’s first secular album in 
27 years, is up for two Grammy 
Awards — R&B album and tradi- 
tional R&B vocal performance (for 
the title track). 

“T Can’t Stop’ was the bridge to 
connect Willie and me, because 
we hadn’t cut any secular R&B for 
years,” he said. 

It also seems to have opened 
the floodgates for Green and 
Mitchell. Their next collabora- 
tion, “Everything’s OK,” is finished, 
although it won’t be released until 
March 15. 

But in the meantime, “I Can’t 
Stop” reaffirms his status as the 
greatest living soul singer, one 
capable of gossamer silkiness one 
moment, searing raw emotion 
the next; deep raspy chest tones 
while sputtering out an apology, 
a velvety falsetto for reassurance

Jack Bauer saves the 
world without help 

SEASON PREMIER I Behold the kind- 
er, gentler Jack Bauer. 

Sure, he got fired after his last 
long day on “24” (which could proba- 
bly have been expected after he exe- 
cuted his boss). His tough new boss, 
head of the Counter Terrorist Unit, 
did him a favor by axing him, he says 
now, 18 months later; he wanted to 
get out of field work anyway. 

As the new season opens (the 
start of Bauer’s fourth long day), 
he’s kicked his heroin habit and 
gotten a quasi- desk job at the 
Defense Department. He wears a 
suit instead of a leather jacket and, 
more significantly, appears to have 
fallen in love for the first time since 
his wife was shockingly murdered 
during his first long day on “24.” 

Kiefer Sutherland’s newly mel- 


lowed Jack lasted all of about five 
minutes as the fourth season of 
“24” began on Sunday. By the end 
of the first hour of “Day 4,” he’s got- 


ten back into CTU, broken all man- 
ner of agency rules, discharged a 
firearm and done a good deal of 
yelling. 


And it gets worse. There are 
Middle Eastern terrorists, kidnap- 
pings, rocket fire, bodies strewn on 
city streets and that incessant, beep- 
ing digital clock. 

It’s business as usual for the 
hard-bitten Bauer, perhaps, but 
what appetite will the U.S. audi- 
ence have for such entertainment 
following the revelations of prison 
torture or the grim parade of kid- 
napped hostages in Iraq? 

Either “24” is reflecting tough 
contemporary issues for broad 
consideration or throwing in with 
U.S. officials who say international 
rules against torture are “quaint” in 
times of terror. 

The time frame for the new sea- 
son is 18 months since we last saw 
Bauer. Virtually the only original 
cast member, he continues to oper- 
ate as the ultimate loner, pursuing 
the world’s biggest threats while 
flouting every procedural rule.

MAKEOVERS I There are changes 
afoot as PBS’ “Now” begins its new 
season.

Loaded Issues 


‘Bullets’ set out to tell 
one story, but tragedy 
wrote another one 

FILM I It began as a small docu- 
mentary by two teenage filmmak- 
ers about guns, death and grief at 
a Brooklyn housing project. 

Then, in the midst of produc- 
tion, one of the teens saw his best 
friend die in a freak shooting on 
the project’s rooftop. 

The shooter was a police officer. 

This dramatic boost has pro- 
pelled Danny Howard and Terrence 
Fisher to the big time: “Bullets in 
the Hood: A Bed-Stuy Story” will 
compete next month at the 2005 
Sundance Film Festival in the short 
documentary category. 

“We thought it was something 
we’d show to our friends and fam- 
ily,” said Howard, the 19 -year- 
old cameraman and co-director. 
“We never even dreamed about 
Sundance.” 

Sponsored by the nonprofit 
Downtown Community Television 


Center, Howard and on-camera 
narrator Fisher set out to capture 
a self- destructive gun culture that 
had claimed the lives of eight of 
Fisher’s friends. 

But the film’s focus shifts after 
Fisher witnesses the fatal shooting 
of 19 -year-old Timothy Stansbury 
at the Louis Armstrong Houses 
in the Bedford- Stuyvesant neigh- 
borhood. 

The shooting occurred on an 
otherwise quiet night in January. 
Officer Richard Neri and his part- 
ner were patrolling building roof- 
tops. Stansbury, Fisher and anoth- 
er friend decided to use a roof as a 
shortcut to another building. 

Neri, his gun drawn, peered 
inside for any lurking drug sus- 
pects. Stansbury startled the offi- 
cers by appearing at the door and 
moving toward Neri, who responded 
with one shot. 

“I just heard a shot and saw 
blood,” says Fisher in the film the 
morning after the shooting. “I didn’t 
know who got shot. ... I was check- 
ing myself.” 


What follows are scenes that 
have become New York City ritu- 
als following questionable police 
shootings: candlelight vigils, 
competing for sound bites from a 
grieving mother and angry protests 
demanding justice. 

Nearly a year later, Fisher and 
Howard will trade the inner-city 
grit of the projects for the ski-resort 
glitz of Park City, Utah, where their 
22 -minute short will open for feature 
movies at the Sundance festival. 

Howard — who now attends 
Claflin University in South 
Carolina after growing up in 
another Brooklyn project — said 
working on the film made him feel 
lucky to survive. 

“It made me question my own 
mortality,” he said. “I said to myself 
every day, ‘Wow, it could happen to 
anybody.’” tom hays (ap)

I have never 
been involved with any other issue 
that I’ve advocated where any adver- 
tising dollars or any kind of com- 
pensation has been involved. 

Obviously, I’ve lost my syndicat- 
ed column but I feel that I’ve taken 
responsibility. Anyone who knows 
me knows that I will not advocate 
anything that I believe in for money. 
I’m a principled columnist and com- 
mentator but yet I’m ashamed that 
my bad judgment has cast a black 
shadow on my name. ...
